The  1971  Housing  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  23rd  June,  1971 
increased  the  maximum  grant  from  50%  to  75%  of  the  cost  and  the  Standard 
Grant  to  £300.  67  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  amounting  to  an 

estimated  value  of£l  13,519.  13  Standard  Grants  amounting  to  an  estimated 

value  of  £2,909.  90%  of  the  money  spent  on  these  grants  is  made  available 

by  the  Treasury  and  the  remaining  10%  out  of  the  local  Rate  Fund. 


Qualification  Certificates  (1971) 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  also  introduced  Qualification  Certificates  which 
enable  a  landlord  to  apply  to  a  local  authority  for  a  Certificate  stating  that  the 
house  is  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair  and  provided  with  all  the  amenities. 
The  issue  of  such  a  Certificate  enables  the  landlord  to  approach  the  Rent

Streams  and  Watercourses 

Streams  have  been  cleansed  at  East  Cowton,  Thrintoft,  Thornton-le- 
Beans  and  Welbury, 

For  some  years  I  have  referred  to  the  pollution  of  streams  by  untreated 
sewage  from  villages  and  farm  wastes,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  gratification  that 
in  the  very  near  future  all  villages  will  have  modern  sewage  disposal  schemes. 
It  would  be  over-optimistic  to  assume,  however,  that  our  streams  and  water¬ 
courses  would  continue  to  be  unthreatened  by  pollution.  The  economics 
of  the  agricultural  industry  may  dictate  a  growing  intensification  with  con¬ 
sequent  heavy  disposals  and  it  is  a  problem  which  cannot  be  ignored. 

Improvements  to  the  surface  water  system  was  carried  out  at  Romanby. 


Rodent  Control. 

In  exercise  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council  employ  a  full-time  operator. 
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Dwelling  houses  may  receive  a  free  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats 
and  mice,  but  not  farms  and  business  premises.  The  services  of  the  operator 
are  available  to  farmers,  etc.,  on  either  a  contract  or  casual  basis. 

During  1971,  12  months  contracts  were  secured  in  respect  of  73  farms. 
The  total  value  of  the  contracts  was  .£559.60.  The  highest  contract  was 
£  18.90,  and  the  lowest  ^3  :  the  average  contract  figure  being  £7.66.

The  water  is  pressure-filtered,  chlorinated,  and 
is  of  a  high  degree  of  purity.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Collection  Service  continues  as  follows  : —  a 
Shelvoke  and  Drewery  35  cubic  yard  Powerpress  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper 
(5  men  crew),  Shelvoke  and  Drewery  35  cubic  yard  Powerpress  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  (5  men  crew)  and  Karrier  K.C.  3  Side  Loader  (2  men  crew). 

The  side  loader  is  used  two  days  per  week  to  collect  from  the  more 
remote  parts  of  the  area  and  from  farms. 

The  weekly  collection  of  bins  and  pans  is  made  from  almost  every  property 
in  the  rural  area  and  all  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Council’s  central  tip  in  Yafforth 
Road.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemed  was  784  lbs.  Carcases 
affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis  from  other  areas  are  held  at  the  Cold  Store, 
Romanby  for  compulsory  freezing  as  per  Meat  Inspection  Regulations. 
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The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969  (came into  force  in  November, 
1969),  and  these  replace  previous  legislation  and  require  all  unfit  meat  to  be 
sterilized  before  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse.  The  only  exemption  from 
these  Regulations  is  for  unfit  meat  in  transit  to  a  processor  or  zoo  etc.,  and  it 
must  be  in  locked  containers  bearing  the  words— “MEAT  UNFIT  FOR 
HUMAN  CONSUMPTION”  or  similar. 

A  100%  meat  inspection  service  is  carried  out  by  your  officers  and  the 
slaughter-houses  are  maintained  very  satisfactorily. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  the  Great  Smeaton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme  was  completed  and  constructional  work  was  proceeding  on  the 
Romanby  and  Brompton  extensions  scheme.
